"very good." but Price urged them 
to be more careful about matters of 
grading, cleaning eggs and sending 
"a good package." ,He mentioned lot 
numbers of several countians that 
are sold regularly in Brooklyn with- 
out inspection to buyers who call 
continually for eggs from a par- 
ticular shipper because of the repu- 
tation that man has for sending uni- 
formly choice products. Price urged 
the importance of the cooperative 
movement and stated that his con- 
cern, a cooperative organization, 
does an annual business of over $39,- 
000.000. and that the 
Brooklyn 


branch which he manages is the 
largest in that city. 


The-poultry business supplies one- 


fourth of the income of Adams coun- 
ty farmers. County Agent Hartman 
stated and revealed that the most 
recent figures show poultry flocks on 
3,279 of the 3,581 farms in Adams 
county. The chickens in the county 
are worth $450.000 and the eggs they 
produce are worth double that 
amount each year, he said. 


$41,185 From Egg Sales 


He stated that while the average 


size o'f poultry flocks in the county 
js 140 birds, most farmers could 
profitably increase their flocks. He 
urged the importance of keeping 
records on egg yield, feed consump- 
tion and culling as an index to 
the success of individual poultry 
ventures. 
Culling 
was 
urged 


throughout the year as a practice 


too much neglected among chicken 
farmers here. He listed the months 
from September to December as the 
real test of a good poultryman. 
Breeding, management and culling 
were mentioned as three essentials 
of poultry raising, with particular 
mention of care in selecting good 
stock, housing conditions, and feed- 
ing practices. 


The report of the treasurer, John 


Woods, showed that egg sales by the 
association 
during 
the 
last 12 


months totaled $41,18550 and that 
a net profit to the association of 
$24456 remained after operating ex- 
penses of $2.815.15 were deducted 
from gross profits. 
Trucking, the

expenses, 
cost 
the 
association 


$1,907.75. Assets of $1.483.41 were 
listed on the balance sheets dis- 
tributed by the treasurer. 


Mr. Hoffman, association presi- 


dent, spoke briefly and urged the 
stockholders to interest more poul- 
trymen in the association. He said 
there are now 99 stockholders and 
120 persons selling eggs through the 
organization.

War risk rates on international

don by British marine insurance 
underwriters was believed due to 
three developments: 


The transfer of Chinese-Japanese 


hostilities from the Shanghai area; 


An apparent end of "piracy" 


which developed in the Mediterra- 
nean as an outgrowth of the Spanish 
Civil war; 


An easier political situation in 


Europe. 


The rates on cargoes to or from 


Shanghai were cut to $1.25 for each 
$500 of value, whereas a month ago 
the rate was $10. The Mediterran- 
ean rate was reduced from $1.87 to 
$125. 


The French foreign office and the 


Japanese embassy formally denied 
today that France had received an 
"ultimatum" from Japan to cease 
transporting war materials to China 
over the 
French-owned 
railroad 


from indo-China to Yunnan. 


Nevertheless, Senator Henry Ber- 


enger, chairman of the Senate for- 
eign relations committee, who de- 
clared in a speech that Japan had 
"warned" France, still insisted his 
statement held good, as he had not 
used the word "ultimatum." 


In the Spanish civil conflict. Gov- 


ernment forces harassed the insur- 
gent troops of Generalissimo Fran- 
:isco Franco with artillery and in- 
fantry attacks in the upper and low- 


Aragon sectors. 
The Govern- 


ment operations apparently were 
aimed at frustrating a prospective 
insurance drive eastward. 


which lies behind the main Chinese 
defense lines. 


Nanking technically was still .the 


seat of government, but Chinese 
senior officials who remained were 
ready to leave on short notice. The 
fleeing civilian population almost 
engulfed columns of soldiers moving 
to the front. 


Civilians Warned in Nankins 


Japanese troops in north China 


poised on the north bank of the 
Yellow river for an attack on Tsin- 
anfu. Shantung province capital, 
some five miles to the south. 


The Chinese government caution- 


ed all civilians whose presence was 
not necessary for defense or public 
service to leave Nanking. No defi- 
nite arrangements had been made 
for evacuation of United States citi- 
zens, but gunboats were on hand to 
move them^ upstream to safety^ if 
necessary. 


A Japanese army spokesman said 


that from August 23 to November 15, 
Japan's Shanghai army suffered 39,-

or ill. The total did not include 
casualties west of Shanghai or navy 
losses. 
Casualties in north Chine 


were- estimated as 80 per cent of 
those at Shanghai. 


Harrisburg, Nov. 18 (AP)—Penn-

Heavy Flg-hting Near Soochow 
Shanghai, Nov. 18 (AP)—Jap- 


anese army spokesmen announced 
tonight that Japanese troops driving 
to break through China's "Hinden- 
burg" line between Shanghai and 
Nanking had captured one gate of 
the walled city of Hashing, southern 
ceystone of the line. 


Both Chinese and Japanese re- 


ported heavy fighting in the area 
around Kashing, 60 miles southwest 
of Shanghai and 30 miles south of 
Soochow. main point of Chinese de- 
fenses. 


Chinese told of a spirited engage- 


ment at Seven Star bridge, four 
miles northeast of Kashing. 
Jap- 


anese said they were unable to state 
officially that their forces had cap- 
tured the city. 


News of the Japanese push against j 


the southern wing of the defenses 
stretching from the Yangtze river 
south to Shangchow bay came a few 
hours after an unofficial government 
warning spurred mass migration of 
civilians from Nanking. 


For 24 hours. Chinese had held 


their own along the length of the 
defenses to which they retreated 
after Shanghai fell into Japanese 
hands November 9. 


Although the Japanese received 


reinforcements for the new on- 
slaught today, their only advanc? 
apparently was on the southern 
front. 
They were unable to push 


forward toward Soochow. along the 
Shanghai-Nanking railroad. 


Chinese Report Advance 


Chinese 
reported 
their 
troops, 


aided by 20 ^»r pianes. had coun- 
terattacked and pushed Japanese 
back toward Cheni. They also as- 
serted Chinese had repulsed three 
Japanese attempts to effect a land- 
ing at Fushan, 120 miles downstream 
from Nanking on the Yangtze.

GRANGE FAVORS 
GRADUATED TAX 
ON ALL INCOMES 


Harrisburg. Nov. 18 (AP). — Re- 


forms .in taxation, providing that 
the greater part of the cost of gov- 
ernment should come from taxing 
incomes, particularly those in the 
higher brackets, was advocated by 
the national Grange convention to- 
day. 


The delegates, representing some 


800,000 farm people in 35 states, as- 
serted exemptions of all kinds—tax- 
exempt securities and tax-exempt 


j salaries—should be discouraged. 


Classification of all property on a 


basis that income-bearing property 
should pay proportionately 
more 


than non-income producing proper- 
ty, was suggested. For the average 
citizen the grangers favored a grad- 
uated land tax. 


"Our government should be run on 


a strictly business basis," the re- 
port said, "and every kind of prop- 
erty or business should contribute to 
the support of government which 
protects it." 


Discontinuance of the practice of 


the agricultural extension service 
working with farm bureaus in some 
states to the exclusion of other farm 
organizations, was urged in another 
resolution, which asserted "the fed- 
eral programs have given the oppor- 
tunity for an unfair advantage by a 
farm organization." 


Another resolution favored enact- 


ment of legislation for crop insur- 
ance, early application of which 
would be limited to a few basic ag- 
ricultural commodities usually pro- 
duced in'•exportable surplus volume. 


Grange support was pledged for 


sound legislation which would make 
it possible for tenant farmers to be- 
come home owners. The resolution 
expressed opposition to corporation 
farming. 


Other resolutions pledged: 
Opposition to granting statehood 


to Hawaii. 


Support of such flood control as 


may be agreed upon by the states 
and federal government, but it was 
urged that no state surrender water 
rights to the federal government. 


Support a movement to eliminate 


unnecessary and duplicating agen- 
cies-of the federal-government. 
— 


Support a larger appropriation for 


rural electrification, and urged rati- 
fication of the treaty with Canada 
for completion of the St. Lawrence 
seaway and power project.
